which terminated fatally. 


His Health Long Feeble. 


. Mr. Hamilton was 66 years of 
age, 
and in consequence of impaired 


health had lived a retired llto for 
the past fifteen or twenty years. 
It 


had bsen his custom for many years 
to spend the summer at his cottage 
on Macklnac Island, and but a few 
flays ago Mrs. Hamilton le-ft for tho 
north to arrange for the opening of 
the .cottage for the summer, when 
Mr. Hamilton was to have joined her. 
It was on this mission that Mrs. Ham- 
ilton was absent from the city when 
her husband's death came, his Illness 
having developed after her departure 
for the north, and in the light of the 
patient's apparent improvement other 
members of the family did not deem 
the husband's condition sufficiently 
serious to warrant summoning her to 
his bedside.

especially will news of Mr. Hamilton's 
death come as a shock, for his busi- 
ness and political career In his earlier 
fife made him widely known.

Passengers Get a Severe 


Shaking Up But All 


Escape Injury. 


Lifted by the bulging pavement so 


high that the 
flanges 
of Its wheels 


were above the rails, an incoming; lim- 
ited trolley car from Indianapolis and 
Muncie left the rails on Broadway a. 
short distance north of Savllla avenue 
at 9:30 o'clock this morning, plunged 
across the street, ripped through the 
brick sidewalk and burled 1U nose In 
the bank ot a residence lot at that 
point. Passengers were severely shak- 
en up, but none were Injured, and they 
were transferred to the city cars and 
brought down town. 
Tracks at the 


point were blockaded for two hours. 


The car In thb mishap was an Ind!- • 


ana Union car in charge of Motorman 
Howey and Conductor Bowman, and It 
carried a big load of passengers, com-' 
ing to the city over the Bluffton and 
Muncie route. The motors are iwung 
low beneath the trucks, and between 
the rails on South Broadway the as- 
phalt pavement has for some distance 
bulged up so high that It comes In 
contact with the motors and lifts tha 
wheels of the car from the rails. This 
Is what happened this morning as tha 
incoming car rounded the curve at Sa- 
vllla avenue, and while it Is insisted 
by trainmen that the car was not run- - 
ning at a high speed, the momentum 
was sufficient to drive the big car en- 
tirely across the eastern half of Broad- 
way, plow its way through the curb 
wrecked, the sidewalk was torn tip 
the lot. The pilot of the car was. 
wrecked, the sldewalg was torn up 
and the. pavement cut, but aside from 
this there was no damage. 


•The crash came so quickly that it 
was over, before passengers realized 
what had happened, though.they were 
given a severe shaking up as the car 
plowed through the sidewalk and Into 
the- embankment, -but the depression la 
slight and. there was never danger 'of, 
the car overturning. Work cars from 
the city street railway system were' 
hurried to the spot, but several hours, 
were required to clear the tracks. City 
passengers were transferred 
around 


the blockade and it was necessary to 
annul two cars on the Bluffton line. A 
big crowd of spectators .watched the 
work of clearing away the wreck.

Suit Under Sherman Act. 


The Pennsylvania company's suit 


.isainst the sugar trust was filed nearly 
a year ago and was brought to recov- 
er $30,000,000 in triple damages under 
section 7 of the Sherman act relating 
to Interstate trade and commerce. 
., Adolf Segal, a Philadelphia capital- 
ist, owned a majority of stock in the 
plaintiff company, which had just com- 
pleted a new refinery In Philadelphia, 
when the trust gained control through 
a loan made to Segal, for which the 
latter gave his stock as collateral se- 
curity. Accompanying the stock were 
voting trust 
certificates 
which the 


trust .used in electing directors attach- 
ed to its interests. 


The new board voted not to open the 


new refinery. When the company went 
nto the h^nds of the receiver suit was 
brought on behalf of the bondholders 
and stockholders to recover prospective 
profits. 


Second Defeat for Trust. 


The settlement is the second within 


a period of six weeks to be made by 
the sugar trust following litigation in 
the federal courts here. The first set- 
tlement followed the government's suit 
to recover 
penalties for the 
false 


weighing of sugar importations on the 
Williamaburg docks of the Hayerneyer 
& Elder refinery and involved the pay- 
ment of .about $3,000,000 in back cus- 
toms duties.

has recently given 'nearly $5,000,000;

500,000, to the Sage Foundation J10,r 
000,000, while the remainder has gone' 
to' works ot semi-religious and educa- 
tional character.
